CHERRY TREES WEAKENED 


Rcpr*tod Attack* of Le«f Spot Will 


Kill Cherries — UaK-S«lpn«r

Geneva. May ~. — Every summer 


many cherry orchard* throughout the 
state ihed their leave* prematurely, 
due, according to the plant dl*ea*e 
specialist at the experimental *Utlon 
here, to a disease known a* the cherry 
leaf spot disease. The early lot* of 
the leaves In this way, year after year, 
greatly weaken* the trees and may 
eventually kill them. It U said. Cherry 
grower* are' urged to take a few 
ttmtile precaution* to protect their 
planting* from outbreaks of this dl- 


'ycnr'B fallen leave* will be 


the chief source of Infection thli sea- 
son, say* the ttatlon »peclall«t. and 
th* n»t *tep In controlling the di- 
sease In to plow Under these leaves 
late In the, fall or early In the spring 
Whether or not the leave* were plow- 
ed under, the fruit grower will find 
It well worth while to take the neces- 
saiy steps to check the disease this 
year.
